ty Mrs. Young appeared before the Committee and requested that 

the 5.74 acre parcel, Part of Lot 5, Conc. 2 sps, in the 

Dixie/Shorefront Secondary Plan, be purchased by the City for 
park purposes. Mrs. Young presented copies of a brief which 
had been prepared by the Lakeview Village Ratepayers' 
Association outlining the Association's concerns with respect 
to the lack of parks in the area and the need for this site to 
be designated open space for additional park purposes. 
Considerable discussion took place regarding the cost of 
purchasing this land by the City. Councillor Butt advised 
that a meeting will be held with the Developer, the Planning 
Department and the Recreation and Parks Department to review 
the proposed plan and look into other alternatives for 
providing parks in this area. Councillor Butt recommended 
that Recommendation $10 of the Planning Commitee Report 5-78 
of March 7, 1978, be adopted.

Barsketis appeared before General Committee at its meeting on 
Wednesday, March 8, 1978, regarding this matter. Council at 
its meeting on Monday, March 13, 1978, adopted the following 
recommendation: 


"(a) That the request by Victoria Wood Development 
Corporation Limited, to have the proposed apartment 
and townhouse condominium project located at Shelter 

Bay and Glen Erin Drive exempted from the provisions 
of By-law 2-78, be referred to Staff. 


(b) That the City Solicitor, in conjunction with the 
Planning and Engineering Departments, prepare a report 
setting out policy guidelines to enable Council to 

deal with requests such as the one made by Victoria 
Wood Development Corporation. 


(c) That the report requested in (b) above be considered 
by General Committee on March 22, 1978, and that 
representatives of Victoria Wood Development 
Corporation Limited be invited to appear as a 
deputation at that time."

Report dated March 14, 1978, from the Commissioner of 
Engineering, Works and Building regarding information being 
supplied by the Metropolitan Toronto Region Conservation 
Authority to the Region of Peel Planning Department on the 
Etobicoke and Mimico Creeks without any consultation with the 
City of Mississauga's Engineering and Planning Departments. 
Mr. Taylor recommended: 


(a) That the Region of Pee] Council be requested to direct 
the M.T.R.C.A. to provide the City of Mississauga with 
information on the Mimico and Etobicoke Creeks, where 
they pertain to the City of Mississauga, at the same 
io as such information is given to the Region of 
Pee >. 


(b) That the M.T.R.C.A., through the Region of Peel, be 
directed to have its staff work with the City of 
Mississauga in establishing a program for stream 
improvements and storm water management on the 
Etobicoke and Mimico Creeks, based on the floodline 
mapping provided by James F. McLaren Limited, so that 
the M.T.R.C.A. can participate with the Region of Peel 
and the City of Mississauga in storm water 
improvements commencing in 1978.

Letter dated February 24, 1978, from Gulf Oil Canada Limited 
regarding the 1978 Capital Works Project to extend the 
existing refinery cooling water intake from Lake Ontario 
proposed by Clarkson Refinery. The Ministry of Natural 
Resources requires Gulf Oil Canada Limited to obtain municipal 
approval for this project. The Commissioner of Engineering, 
Works and Building and the City Solicitor have no objections 
to the proposal. It was recommended that a resolution be 
passed by Council approving the Clarkson Refinery extension to 
the cooling water intake from Lake Ontario.

"The Council of a municipality may by by-law provide for 
limitations on elections expenditures by or on behalf of a 
candidate and require the disclosure by a candidate of all 
election contributions to his campaign in excess of $100 in 
the form of money and goods and services." 


Councillor McCallion advised that she had received a copy of 
the City of Ottawa's By-law and that she would be receiving 
copies of similar by-laws passed by other Municipalities with 
respect to providing for the limitation and disclosure of 
election expenditures by or on behalf of candidates. 

Councillor Taylor recommended that a committee be established 
to review these by-laws and recommend to Council an appropriate 
by-law for the City of Mississauga in this regard.
